York Zribune.is one of the half-dozen most 
important papers in this country, both in inſlu- 
ence and income, and the result of the recent 
political campaign bas not lessened the interest, 
either of the public or the politicians, in that 
paper. The day has gone by when « political 
campaign can decide the fate of “& 
newspaper, or even influence its busi- 
nesa, The prosperity of the newspaper 
now depends upon its comparative merits 
with other papers in collecting and arranging 
news, upon the excellence of its editorial mat- 
ter, and its general adaptation to the daily 
wants of the community in which it is published 
and circulated. Men buy a newspaper as they 
buy other articles of daily consumption. When 


" politics is the uppermost thing in their list of 


wants, they select a newspaper for ite politics. 
When news and market reports, and general | 
instruction and entertainment are wanted, they 
select the paper which comes nearest their 
tastes in these respecte. A political campaign 
is only an incident in the business of a great 
paper. Its principal aim is to gather the news, 
accompanying it with editorial comment, and 
present it to its readers in attractive form. 
The New York Tribune is not in the Repubii- 
oan caucus es it was formerly, but, as an organ 
of public opinion and a purveyor or dissemina- 
tor of news it stands to-day where it always did. 
With the exception of Mr. Greeley's loss, the 
general status of the paper is unchanged. His 
loss was purely fortuitous (it must have hap- 
pened. at some time), and does not affect the 
policy of the paper in its relations to the public. 
Its object is still the same, and the most prudent 
course to preserve and increase its prosperity is 
to take it up where he left it, and continue it in 
the course which he marked out for it, or rather 
which it marked out for itself, for the twain 
cannot be separated as regards that. 

It appears now that a clique of the stockhold- 
ers, headed by Mr. Sinclair, who urged Mr Gree- 
ley to run for the Presidency during the recent 
campaign, is striving to divert the Tribune from 
the course previously mapped out by Mr. Gree- 
ley and himself, and to convert it once more into 
a party organ, under the management of Hon. 
Sqbuyler Colfax, In such s course, th®Tribune 
has everything to lose and nothing to gain. It 
the employment. of Mr. Colfax as its editor is 
simply a method of signifying the repentance of

| iteelt to bea moral coward. A paper, like an 
individual, which has not respect for itself, can- 
not command the respect of others. It has 


shown striking ability. Prior to his public career, 
he edited a small country newspaper, which | 
did not succeed in attracting noticé outside of 
the village in which it was published until its 
editor had become prominent in the national 
councils. During his public career, he has 
written essays for the New York Independent 
and various Sunday School journals, and de- 
livered Odd Fellow ‘ectures. This is the sum 
total of his literars experience, and it does not 
contain the specie! qualifications of the conduct 
of a great metropolitan newspaper like the New 
York Zribune. But every one to his taste.

The argument in favor of all these schemes is 
precisely the same. There is not one word that 
can be sald for building the Fox & Wisconsin 
River Oanal that does not apply equally to the 
building of the Kanawha & James River Canal 
in Virginia, nor for another river and canal 
route through Georgia, nor for like improve- 
ments of the rivers flowing into the Lower Mis- 
sissippi River from the west. The Ohio River 
is an afflicted stream. It requires surgery. The 
fact is, that it és a river that has ceased to be 
navigable above Louisville because of a want of 
water. There are a few weeks in the year when 
it has water, and then it is « torrent, carrying 
everything before it, and sinking all the 
craft that may be upon it. Oincin- 
nati, which depends largely upon Pitte- 
burgh for a supply of coal, bas frequently 
been reduced to a coal famine because there has 
not been water enough in the river from June 
to January to float down the coal bosts. It is 
impossible for Congress to enact that there shall 
be at all times water enough in the Ohio River 
to float steamboats. The most that Congress can 
do is to dig out bar, with a certainty that 
a new bar of equal size will form in a week 
within half a mile of the site of the old one. 
Congress may expend money building wing- 
dams and other contrivances to keep the water 
from spreading out over too wide a surface ; but 
experience has shown that all these things, 
however costly, are useless in the end; they 
cause new bars to form, and.are themselves 
wasbed away the first time the river gets on 2 
spree under the elation of high water. 
The only practical way to overcome the 
chronic absence ef water is to put dams and 
locks upon the river; and to this the people of 
the river towns above Cincinnati vehemently 
object. They protest against any toll-gates on 
the “natural highway,” and, while they admit 
the want of water, they seem to think it is 
the business of Congress to furnish the river 
with water, no matter how it is done. To make 
the Ohio River navigable for ordinary steam- 


its consent that, when the work was 
completed, it should be free to everybody except 
a toll of 5 cents per ton to pay the expense of 
operating it. There is a debt of about a million 
and a quarter on the canal, which Congress is 
also asked to pay. It has been just discovered 
that the cost of keeping this three miles of canal 
in repair and working it, will necessitate a toll 
of at least 30 cents per ton on steamboats. An 
average steamboat rates at 800 tons, and, con- 
sequently, will heve to pay $240 toll each time it 
passes through the canal, 

If the Ohio and Kanawha Rivers be converted 
into slackwater streams, and the locks aud 
dams be kept in repair, and the 400 miles of 
canal over the Virginia mountains have to 
be kept in like repair, with the small 
army of lock-keepers from Cairo to Hampton 
Roads, the toll on the Louisville Canal will 
| tarnish an ides of what the cost will be of run- 
ning a steamboat from the one place to the 
other. Boat an@ cargo together will not be 
worth the aggregate tolls. 

The President of the United States, in his 
message, though he did not advise Congress to 


work, by a tax on the people af Ohio, would be 
almost unanimously rejected; and yet, the Rep- 
resentatives of Ohio in Congress will, perhaps, 
vote to tax the people of Dlincis, and of Nebras- 
ka, and of California, to puy for that job; and, 
to secure its passage, will vote to tax their own 
constituents twenty millions to build canals in 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Georgia, Tennessee, and 
Virginia. The whole scheme, from beginning to 
eid, is a mere job to tax the country to enrich 
another tribe of Ameses and Alleys, after the 
manner of the Pacific Railroad and the Credit

A MODEL OF WOMAN'S DNFLUENCE. 

The death of the Viscountess Beaconsfield, 
wife of the Right Hon. Benjamin Disraeli, sug- 
gests how much of a man’s greatness is fre- 
quently due to the infiue nce of the woman whom 
he chooses as his partner for life, The history 
of this lady is no other than that of a good, 
faithful wife, the features of whose life rarely 
come to the public knowledge, and whose memo- 
ry belongs to those upon whom she has bestowed 


Ber cheering encouragementa, her delicate con- 


solations, snd her inspiring companionship. 
The Viscountess Beaconsfield was only known 
as Disraecii’s wife until her husband made public 
testimony of his gratitude and love by trans- 
ferring to her the Peerage which was proffered 
him in acknowleigment of his eminent services 
as a litteraieur and diplomatist. She 
was the daughter of John Evans, and 
was first married to Mr. Wyndham Lewis, a 
member of Parliament. Mr. Lewis was an inti- 
mate friend of Mr. Disraeli’s, and extended to 
him all the aid and encouragement which the 
latter received during his earlier experience in 
Parliament, In 1839, two years after Mr. Lewis’ 
death, Mr. Disraeli married the widow. At this 
time, the Viscountess was no longer young nor 
beautiful; but Mr. Disraeli had already become 
familiar with the many charms of her character, 
and estimated them at their proper value. It is 
historical that Disraeli mado a dismal and dis- 
heartening failure upon his fret appearance in 
Parliament. Much had been expected from him 
on account of his former brilliant career as an 
author, but his maiden speech was so tame and 
flat that it wae received with hisses, laughter, 
and constant interruptions. Disraeli sat down 
with his memorable threat that he would make 
Parliament listen to him at some future time,— 
a threat which he fully carried out. There is 
reason to believe that it was through his wife's 
influence that he was enabled to fulfil his 
prophecy. Before his mariage, israeli, petted 
and spoiled by his literary adairers, had formed 
habits which were likely to dissipate iis brill- 


quietly to a surgeon s, and had the crushed finger 
dressed and bandaged; but when Mr. Disraeli 
returned, flushed with his forensic triumph, she 
showed him the bruised finger as her share of 


the victory. There is ne doubt thet it was her 


influence which gave stability and direction to 
talents that were originally of an erratic nature, 
unsuited to the triumphs of statesmanship 
tion for her were #0 pronounced, that they be- 
came the talk of London secisty, and, in asking 
for her the Peerage which was offered to him- 
self, he publicly attested her worth in the most 
delicate and deserving manner. | 
— ——
